“THE  GOSPEL  of  Jesus 
Christ  is  a great  power.  At  the 
proper  time  it  finds  a way  to 
serve  its  purposes,”  stated  Elder 
’ Dyer,  recently  released  presi- 
dent of  the  European  missions. 

He  said  when  he  was  called  as 
mission  president,  President 
McKay  gave  him  this  counsel, 
“The  time  has  come  for  the  peo- 
ple in  the  ancient  lands  of  Eu- 
rope to  receive  the  Gospel  of 
Jesus  Christ.” 

ELDER  DYER  then  pointed 
out  specific  proof  of  how  the 
time  has  come  in  Europe. 

The  groundwork  has  been  laid 
in  Poland  for  extensive  micro- 
filming. Fifteen  million  images 
dating  back  to  the  15th  century 
containing  birth,  marriage  and 
death  dates  are  being  recorded. 

Elder  Dyer  commented  that 
in  this  country  with  only  87 
members  who  must  live  under 
very  strict  conditions,  this  mi- 
crofilming is  making  it  possible 
to  acquaint  government  offi- 
cials favorably  with  the 
Church. 

HE  POINTED  up  the  difficul- 
ty of  acquainting  the  Italian 
people  with  the  Gospel.  How- 
ever, one  million  Italians  have 
moved  from  Italy  to  .Germany, 
France,  Switzerland  and  Aus- 
tria, and  as  a result  many  op- 
portunities to  teach  these  Ital- 
ian families  have  been  found. 
He  added  that  these  families 
will  help  make  possible  the  re- 
alization of  taking  the  Gospel 
to  Italy. 

The  valuable  work  of  native 
translators  was  also  mentioned 
by  Elder  Dyer.  He  said  that  be- 
cause of  these  people  there  is 
now  a textbook  and  manual  for 
every  age  group  of  every  aux- 
iliary in  their  native  language. 

Through  these  translators  the 
Book  of  Mormon,  Pearl  of 
Great  Price,  and  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  are  now  translated 
into  Italian. 


BYU  teacher 
has  poetry 
in  anthology 

Professor  Clinton  F.  Larson, 
English  Dept.,  has  received 
word  from  Jacques  Cardonnet 
of  Paris,  France,  that  the  French 
anthology  of  American  poetry 
will  include  ^ome  of  his  literary 
efforts.  It  will  be  published  the 
latter  part  of  May. 

In  writing  a portion  of  the 
preface  to  this  new  anthology, 
Larson  joined  with  Andre  Mau- 
rois,  prominent  French  poet, 
novelist,  biographer  and  mem- 
ber of  the  French  Academy. 

In  addition  to  the  preface,  Dr. 
Larson’s  poem  “Crematorium” 
has  been  selected  for  publica- 
tion in  the  book.  While  the  pref- 
ace is  entirely  in  French,  his 
poem  will  be  printed  both  in 
English  and  in  French.

“JUBILATE  DEO,”  composed 
by  Giovanni  Babrieli,  is  a sac- 
red symphony  which  was  pub- 
lished in  Venice  in  1597. 

St.  Mark’s  Cathedral  in  Ven- 
ice has  two  choir  galleries,,  each 
with  its  own  organ.  “This  ar- 
rangement of  choir  lofts  was, 
no  doubt,  responsoble  for  ‘Ju- 
bilate Deo’  in  which  a contrast- 
ing and  echoing  of  two  choirs 
form  the  basis  for  the  composi- 
tion, which  consists  of  a con- 
stantly shifting  division  and 
subdivision  of  choirs  and  a com- 
-plex  texture  of  antiphonal  duets, 
trios  and  quartets,”  according 
to  Dr.  John  R.  Hailiday,  Ora- 
torio Choir  director. 

Mozart’s  “ReqUiiem,”  which 
will  be  directed  by  assistant 
Richard  Pixton,  was  begun  in 
July  1791.  While  he  was  work- 
ing on  his  opera  “The  Magic 
Flute,”  Mozart  received  a visit 
from  a mysterious  stranger  who 
commissioned  him  to  write  a 
requiem  for  an  unknown  indi- 
vidual. Dr.  Hailiday  suggested 
that  Mozart  regarded  the  re- 
quiem for  his  own  death,  which 
occurred  the  following  Decem- 
ber. 

Soloists  for  the  “Requiem” 
will  be  Julia  Ann  Nielsen,  so- 
prano from  Portland,  Ore.; 
Marilyn  Stanley,  alto  from  He- 
ber;  Michael  Suzuki,  tenor  from 
Yamagata,  Japan;  and  Clayne 
Robison,  bass  from  Dallas,  Tex. 
Alternate  soloists  are  Brenda 
Morrison,  Diana  Bybee,  Roy 
King  and  Kent  Van  Wagenen. 

Director  of  the  Symphony  Or- 
chestra is  Prof.  Lawrence  Sar- 
doni,  and  Carson  Sharp  is  di- 
rector of  the  Brass  Ensemble.

From  the  looks  of  all  the 
new  diamonds  around  campus 
these  days,  plenty  of  BYU  coeds 
are  going  to  be  exchanging  gra- 
duation gowns  for  wedding 
gowns  in  a few  weeks,  which  al- 
ways means  a rash  of  bridal 
showers.  In  case  your  room- 
mates or  friends  are  among  the 
ranks  of  brides-to-be,  here  are 
just  a few  suggestions  for  sho- 
wers. 

With  finals  looming  on  the 
horizon,  you  will,  of  course, 
want  something  simple  and 
easy  to  fix  in  the  way  of  re- 
freshments, but  at  the  same 
time  you  will  want  something  as 
frothy  and  frilly  as  a bridal 
gown.  This  idea  fills  the  bill 
admirably  on  both  counts  and 
makes  a lovely  decoration  until 
you’re  ready  to  cut  and  serve 
it. 

WEDDING  RING  CAKE 

Bake  (or  buy  if  you  don’t 
have  time  to  bake  them)  two 
angel  food  cakes.  Cool  and  re- 
move from  pans.  Trim  a slice 
from  one  side  of  each  cake  so 
they  will  fit  smoothly  together. 

Place  cakes, 'cut  sides  togeth- 
er, on  a large  serving  tray.  Co- 
ver: with  fluffy  white  seven- 
minute  icing,  sprinkle  with  sil- 
ver cake  decorations,  and  sur- 
round with  dinty  vines  or  rose- 
buds for  a really  elegant  touch. 

If  you  don’t  happen  to  be 
blessed  with  a large  enough  ser- 
ving tray  to  accommodate  a 
cake  of  this  size,  cut  a large 
piece  of  heavy  cardboard  to  the 
desired  size  and  shape  and  cover 
it  with  aluminum  foil. 

If  you  have  a pair  of  heart- 
shaped  cake  pans  you  might 
bake  two  layers  in  each  of  them 
and  put  them  together  similarly 
to  the  round  angel  food  cakes 
mentioned  above  and  frost  and 
trim  in  the  same  general  man- 
ner.; 

A COOL,  PINK  punch  is  a 
lovely  accompaniment  for  such 
cakes  as  the  ones  mentioned. 
Try_,frozen  pink  lemonade  mix- 
ed with  ginger  ale  or  Seven-up 
for  a really  sparkly  punch. 

Strawberry  short  cake  is  al- 
ways a favorite  dessert  this 
time  of  year,  and  doesn’t  take  a 
lot  of  time  or  effort  to  prepare, 
or  you  might  want  to  prepare  a 
tasty  fruit  salad  and  serve  it 
with  dainty  canapes  or  open 
face  sandwiches  and  a cup  of 
punch.  If  you.  should  decide  to 
serve  something  of  this  nature, 
try  cutting  the  bread  that  you 
use  into  fancy  shapes  (hearts  or 
bells  would  be  nice  for  a bridal 
shower)  with  cookie  cutters  be- 
fore spreading  with  filling. 

For  something  different  in 
this  line  try: 

MINIATURE  PIZZAS 

Toast  the  bread  that  you  will 
be  usipg"  as  a base,  cut  into  de- 
sired shapes,  and  place  a thin 
slice  of  tomato  on  each  piece. 
Cpver  with  an  onion  ring  and 
a ripe  olive.  Sprinkle  with  salt, 
pepper,  and  oregano  or  basil. 
Top  with  grated  cheese  and 
broil  until  lightly  browned. 
These  could  be  prepared  before 
party  time  and  then  placed  un- 
der the  broiler  while  you  finish 
preparing  the  rest  of  the  re- 
freshments. You  may  want  to 
substitute  Ritz  crackers  for  the 
bread,  tomato  sauce  for  the  to- 
matoes, and/or  commercial  Ital- 
ian seasoning  for  the  spices. 

And  incidentally,  when  you 
start  getting  all  of  those  invi- 
tations to  showers  and  weddings, 
don’t  moan  and  tear  your  hair 
about  all  the  money  you’ll  have 
to  i spend  on  gifts.  Use  a little 
ingenuity  and  you’ll  end  up  us- 
ing less  money. 

For  example,  for  a kitchen  : 
shower  you  might  give  the  ; 
bride,  a broom  and  mop.  Dress 
them  up  a little  by  making  a 
face  on  the  broom  (use  a felt- 
til)  marking  pencil  or  glue  on 
pieces  of  felt  to  make  the  fea- 
tures), braid  the  mop  into  two 
pigtails  for  hair,  and  tie  the

Former  Cougar  basketball  great 
named  assistant  coach  to  Watts 


Roland  Minson,  former  BYU 
basketball  ■fereat  who  is  now  a 
Denver  bank  executive,  has 
been  named  |issistant  basketball 
coach  to  Stan  Watts  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University. 

THE  appointment  of  the  34- 
year-old  Minson,  which  was  an- 
nounced Tuesday  by  Dr.  Ernest 
L.  Wilkinson,  BYU  president, 
will  become  effective  with  the 
start  of  the  new  school  year 
next  fall. 

Minson  replaces  Bob  Bunker, 
long-time  member  of  the  ath- 
letic staff,  who  will  assume  full- 
time teaching  responsibilities 
in  the  College  of  Physical  Ed- 
ucation. 

FOB  THE  PAST  seven  years 
Minson  has  been  working  for 
Central  Bank  and  Trust  in 
Denver.  At  present  he  is  person- 
nel director  and  assistant  vice- 
president  -in  charge  of  one  of 
three  operational  departments. 

A native  of  Idaho,  Minson 
began  his  high  school  career  at 
Idaho  Falls,  where  he  won  all- 
state  honors  and  was  consider- 
ed one  of  the  finest  players  ev- 
er produced  in  the  Gem  State. 

MINSON  enrolled  at  Brig- 
ham Young  University  in-  1948 
and  was  a regular  on  the  var- 
sity for  three  seasons.  He  was 
coached  under  Floyd  Millett  and 
Stan  Watts,  and  helped  spark 
the  Cougars  to  two  conference 
championships  and  an  NIT  ti- 
tle (1951).  He  was  voted  the 
Most  Valuable  Player  in  the 
National  Invitational  Tourna- 
ment of  1951. 

Among  the  school  scoring 
records  still  held  by  Minson  are 
two  major  ones:  most  points 
scored  in  three  seasons  (1,375) 
and  most  noints  scored  in  one 
season  (619). 

AFTEB  graduation  from  BYU 
in  1951  with  a'  degree  in  busi- 
ness, Minson  attended  officer 
candidate  school  and  was  com- 
missioned an  officer  in  the  U.S. 
Navy. 

Following  his  discharge  from 
the  service  in  1955,  Minson 
turned  down  offers  from  profes- 
sional basketball  in  order  to 
launch  a career  with  Central 
Bank  and  Trust. 

ALTHOUGH  HE  has  spent 
the  last  seven  years  in  banking, 
he  has  maintained  an  active  in- 
terest in  athletics.  He  headed 
an  LDS  recreational  program  in 
Denver,  and  for  the  past  three 
years  has  been  active  as  a game 
official  for  the  Mountain  States 
Athletic  Conference.
